As for Flyes, 


I think cither for Trout, or any other

| that: I cannot: ( for fear of making my 
tittle Piece fwell beyond its Price ) ftand 
to name them. 

Now, as to the Artificial Flyes, take 
only this Rule with you; that is, To 
provide- all Colours 'of Silk, and Fea- 
thers, and fuch things as are canveni- 
ent for the making of them : and ne- 
ver go about to make one, Artificially, 
without a Natural one, before ' you, 
what-ever it is you would imitates 
But you had better go, or ſend, to the 
Three Fiſhes, over-againſt the little 1Vorth- 
Door of St. Pauls, in London, where 
you may have thenr Better and Chea- 
per, than you can make them ; 4nd fo

would Fiſh; and then ſome of the 
ſame Bait which you. intend to Angle

The Carp bites either at Worms or 
Paſte; 

The blew-Marſh or Medow-Worm, 
is beſt for him. When he is in the Hu- 
mour, he will ſome-times bite at a large 
Gentle : And for Paſtes, there are more 
ſorts, than there are ſorts of Fiſhes ; 
but ſweet-Paſtes are beſt, that are made 
either with Sugar or Honey: Which 
(that you may the better m_— him, 
he being.ſo cunning ) ſhould 
where you intend to Fiſh, an hour or 
two before you undertake your skill 
with your Angle-Rod: And your beft 
Bait'is made of the Fleſh of a.Rabber, 
Kitling,. cutt ſmall 5 and Bean-Flower : 
and if that may not be gotten, other ' 
Flower; mix them together, and put 
thereto either Honey, or Sugar; and 
beat them together in a Mortar, ſome- 
time working: them in your Hands,
